In spite of this help, the 
party's chief? obstacle continues to be an inadequacy of funds for 
the develooment of a wide-spread organization. The party has never 
been able to recover the assets of the vre-war Slovak Social 
Democratic Party, which were claimed by the Slovak Communist Party 

. etter the Liberat:on.
